beginning in the afternoon, and occurring 
very continuourly throughout tho night, 
Several ware felt on Saturday morning and 
afternoon, and at least one on Bunday 
afternoon, The disturbance had nearly if 
not quite ceasod on Monday and Toesday, 
but after miduight, during the early hours 
of Wedneaday morning, thera wore several 
shocks, some of them very marked, and 
others very alight.

A tug boat 
being of courae a necessity in our business, 
it was iutended to replace the Pilot (ish 
with a larger and more powerful vessel, bat 
in the meantime the Jame having been 
offered by the Government on reasonable 
terms she wos purshased, and has since beon 
regularly employed. Iam happy to say the 
working of this boat has been so entirely 
aslisfactory that your Direotors consider her 
fully equal to all requirements, and the pro- 
ject of building @ new vessel hav therefore 
eon abandoned. Tho item ofiutereat you 
will notice etill appears as a very heavy 
barge against our revenue, but your Diree- 
tora-ure keeping thie contioually in view, 
aud are endeavouring to out it. down as 
rapidly as posible, You will be glad to 
learn that wa have been ablo during tha 
last.six months to reduce our local looas by 
the sum of 8135 000, and the total of these 
loans, exoluding the Sterliag amount dua 
the Admiralty, now stands at $360,000, If 
our business keeps up to the average of the 
ast two years, I have every hopo that all 
Tonal Yoana will soon be liquidated, and the 
present heavy chargo for interest very
